IN EAST PRUSSIA

Glendale, California, June 9 (AP). 
—The famous and obscure of movie- 
land said last good-byes today over a 
bronze and silver casket to a friend 
of them all 
Jean Hallow, the glam­ 
or girl of many contradictions. 
The 26-year-old screen star died 
unexpectedly Monday of uremic poi­ 
soning, at the height of a career 
rivaling in romance and tragedy any 
of the roles that brought her wealth 
and fame. 
Hers was a life of anomalies, in big 
things and little. She played hard­ 
boiled sirens and her mother called 
her “baby.” 
A figure of persistent 
domestic tragedy with three m arri­ 
ages ended in two divorces and a sui­ 
cide, she was rated generally as a 
“good scout.” 
She called herself 
Hollywood’s worst actress and had 
few rivals at the box office. Reput­ 
edly worth a million dollars, she 
drove her own automobile and an­ 
swered her own telephone. 
The dramatic situations in which 
she was involved extended even into 
the mortuary chapel where efforts 
were made to keep funeral services 
as quiet as her publicized career and j 
varied contacts would permit. The 
restricted group of mourners includ­ 
ed the star’s mother, Mrs. Jean Bel­ 
lo, and Mrs. Bello’s two former hus­ 
bands, one of them Miss Harlow’s 
father; and two former husbands 
and a bereaved sweetheart of the 
actress herself. 
Interest there centered on William 
Powell, screen actor who made pub­ 
lic declaration of his love just after 
Miss Harlow’s death—“Why did this 


have to be? 
I loved her. 
I loved 
her.” 
Only 200 or so were admitted by 
card, to the funeral services. These 
were, for the most part, her associ­ 
ates in motion picture work -Clark 
Gable, Spencer Tracy, Lionel Barry­ 
more, Warner Baxter, Frank Mor­ 
gan and others who were starred 
with her; W. S. Van Dyke, who di­ 
rected many of her films; Ray June, 
her cameraman, and several studio 
executives. 
Among the mourners were Charles 
McGrew, III, wealthy sportsman, 
who married her when she was only 
16; Hal Ranson, her third husband 
from whom she was divorced in 
1934; her father, R. Mont Clair C ar­ 
penter, of Kansas City, and her for­ 
mer stepfather, Marina Bello, who 
came to his ex-wife’s aid in her sor­ 
row. 
Her second husband was Paul 
Bern, film producer, whose death a 
ftw months after their wedding is 
aeill somewhat mysterious, without 
full explanation of motives for .sui­ 
cide. 
After a Christian Science funeral 
rite by Mrs. Genevieve Smith, the 
massive casket was to be borne to 
the Wee Kirk o’ the Heather chapel 
in Forest Lawn Memorial park. Nel­ 
son Eddy and Jeanette MacDonald, 
famous singing duo of the films, 
were to sing two of Jean’s favorites: 
"Ah, Sweet Mystery of Life,*' and 
“Indian Love Can.” 
After the last tribute from rela­ 
tives. the body was to be placed in 
the "Sanctuary of Benediction,” and 
mausoleum where lie many of the 
once great of the films Will Rogers, 
Marie Dressier, Lon Chaney, Flor- 
enz Ziegfeld. Wallace Reid, Ernest 
Torrance, Jack and Lottie Pickford, 
Lowell Sherman, Earle Williams and 
others.

W hen hogs sell a t 
12 cents a 
pound, w heat is w orth ii.60 a bushel 
as feed for swine. 
At ll cents a 
pound for pork, w heat is w orth $1.45 
i a bushel, and IO cent hogs m ake 
I w heat $1.30 a bushel as feed. 
I 
W h eat should be coarsely ground 
or rolled for feeding dry in a self- 
feeder. 
G round w heat, coarse or 
fine, m ay be fed in slop.
